The biggest 
probicm hie is having is the failure ot your letter to notify him 
of the basis for his suspension. 

During our conversation, I asked Russell it he inquired as to the 
reason tor the suspension and he replied that fie was told that. "It 
involved two male children." Russell has asked me to i nqu i rv of 
you a more particular description oi his misconduct and would 
appreciate your providing same to me. 

My el ient has been involved with the Cub Scouts and boy Scout s 
since he was first eligible tor entry into Cub Scouts as a Bobcat. 
Ho has actively participated in scouting activities since that date 
and, through his diligence and desire to succeed, has attained 
Kogle Scout status. it occurs to me that this is a young man who , 
over the years, has demonstrated those qualities most admired and 
promoted by the Moy Scouts. 

If hi s c endue t has s t rayed t rom those i dea 1 s to the po i n t that h i s 
separation trom any association with Uoy Scouts ot America is 
necessary, he at the very least deserves to be told what it is that 
he has done I hat is unacceptable. As you might well imagine to 
someone* who has been involved in scouting to the ext en i this voung 
man has since ch i Idhood, scouting is an important port ot his 1 ite 
and tie does not want to lose the associat ion. 
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f would a p p r ec i a I. e s o me r e s pon s e L o t. his i e 1 1 e r a t. v r > u r e ar 1 i e s t 

convenience so thai. I may discuss all the above wil.h Russell.

After careful review, we have decided that your registration 
with the Boy Scouts of America should be suspended. We are therefore 
compelled to request that you sever any relations you may have 
with the Boy Scouts of America. A refund of your registration 
fee is enclosed. 

You should understand that BSA membership registration is 
a privilege and is not automatically granted to everyone who 
applies. We reserve the right to suspend registration whenever 
there is a concern that an individual may not measure up to the 
high standards of membership the BSA seeks to provide for American 
youth. 

If you wish to have this decision reviewed, please write 
to me within 60 days of the date of this letter, explaining your 
version of the facts supporting your claim that your registration 
as a BSA member should be granted or reinstated. The procedures 
for review are attached.

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Subject: Russell S. Petersen, Scoutmasters Assistant Troop 196 Ocala 

Christopher Goode Scoutmaster of Troop 196 had received a call from Howard 
Sarj n also an Assistant Scoutmaster from Troop 196 in Ocala, regarding 
Leary's concern with Russell Peterson. 

Chris relayed to me that Howard Leary works at the hospital and shared a 
house Russell Peterson. Leary indicated that on July 13 ^ 9°^^ 

at an unexpected time. Leary indicated that Peterson "alway hangs around with 
vounqec quys" and that he had heard vulgar remarks coming from the bedroom 
IZn his ^expected arrival at the house. He indicated that he had seen two 
y^ng males approximately ten (10) and twelve (12) the 
hPdrcom nude as a result of the telephone ringing. Following some 

sane Smirks atout Peterson and that the two (2) youth were pulled out of 
Scout ing . 

I made contact with Howard Leary at the Monroe Regional Medical Center 
and received the following comments from him regarding the incident. 

Date of this conversation is October 8, 1990, 7:15 p.m. 

Howard Leary indicated that he had been staying at this house with 
Russell Petersen. That between 4 and 5 p.m. he had gone home announced and 
had notiS bicycles in the driveway. He assumed that they were "^borhood 
kids as they had been there previously. The house doors were locked, the 
Uqhtfwere off , the computer was left on and he heard voices m the hallway. 
Tne Sor to the hallway bedroom was closed. He heard someone say from the 
SroT'W ou h could y rape someone with that" the next comment t at he over 
heard was "who said anything about rape" the next comment well, sit on it. 
At that tiZ the telephone rang and Rusty came from the bedroom looking for 
fhe teL^e and had'a swim suit on. Rusty said "stay in th< > roonu Howard 
said two (2) boys who wre completely nude came running from the room and 
subsequently got dressed and went on home. 

Rusty told Howard "I'm sorry." Rusty had indicated that he had had these 
feelings before and that they had never gotten out of ^ol* ^hatthis^s 
the youngsters idea and that they were playing "truth of dare. Rusty asked, 
"have I lost a friend or are you going to help me?" He said, I don t have any 
morals. n 

Howard had indicated that his conscience had bothered ably in 

the time that had elapsed since the incident until he spoke with Chris Goode 
about what had happened. 

in that Howard Leary's father ^12^ 
in Ocala. I suggested that Howard talk with his father about the incident. I 
subsequently talked with Officer Leary and offered our support m any 
investigation they felt was necessary. 
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After contact with District Chairman (Attorney) Bob Appleget I met him in 
his office at about 5:00 p.m., on Tuesday afternoon October 9. Chris Goode 
(Scoutmaster) was already presen t. Bob Appleget insisted on a n earls 
conversation with (^^^^^^^ (Rusty 's | |, now known as||§2||f 
vrti^^^jhe District's Program Chairman for Scouting* lie had invited 
H£§^a to conie to his law office and she arrived shortly. We indica^Brthat 
we had a great deal of respect and feelings for her and that we felt there was 
information regarding Rusty that she should be aware of. I indicated that 
questions had been raised about her son's activities with younger youth by 
another adult, and we really had no option but to suspend Rusty as outline d by 
the Youth Protection Program of the Boy Scouts of America. |BW|S15 S813^ 
reaction was as you would expect any mother's reaction to be, she was in 
disbelief and shock and was surprised that anything like this could possibly 
occur. Bob Appleget advised her to secure an Attorney and if she wished to 

encourage Rusty to proceed with the appeal procesSj^ollowing ^^^^^^^ 

L J departure in" about ten (10) minutes Rusty Peterson arrived at the office of 
Bob Appleget. In conversation with Rusty Peterson I advised him that as a 
result of the activities on September 13 concerns had been expressed regarding 
his continued participation in Scouting and that we had no choice at this time 
but to suspend his registration. I read his letter, gave him $4.20 as 
registration refund and his information on the appeal process. Although he 
denied the allegations he was not shocked and did not really have any reaction 
to the statements that were made. 

Bob Appleget, who is an Attorney, indicated to Peterson that he was going 
to take his "Boy Scout hat" off and put his "Attorney" hat on. He advised 
Rusty to secure legal counsel and not to make any comments to anyone at all 
about the allegations. 

Rusty S. Peterson has recently had his name changed to Russell S. Welch. 
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
